NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Furniture 


purchases by hotel men are threaten- 
ing- the peace of the furniture trade of 
the United States. 
It has been the 


custom of furniture manufacturers to 
treat with purchasers for hotels on the 
basis of 
wholsesale buyers. 
Retai 


dealers have taken formal action to 
force the manufacturers 
to considei 


the hotel men as retailers and quote 
prices accordingly. 
While there has 


for a long time been grumbling by the 
retailers, the matter has not taken the 
form of an organized movement unti 
this week, when the national associ- 
ation of Retail Furniture dealers sent 
formal notification to the manufactu- 
rers of furniture throughout the Unitec 
States that any further sales to hote! 
men at wholesale rates will be consid- 
ered an "unfriendly act" and treated 
accordingly. 


The manufacturers 
do not relish 


what they term the attempted dicta- 
tion of the retailers and say they will 
make sales at such prices to hotel men 
as the trade warrants. 
On the side of 


the manufacturers the claim is set up 
that hotel furniture is, in a measure, a 
class by Itself, that the buyer is not 
purchasing for his own personal use, 
or profit, but for the accommodation 
of the public; that no private indivi- 
dual buys or can be expected to buy 
on the scale or in the quantity that 
the hotel man does'; that he is to all 
Intents and purposes a wholesale buy- 
er, and in consequence is entitled to 
the same consideration. 


The 
retailers' 
association 
claims 


that the hotel man purchases for his 
own use and for his own house; that 
in affording him wholesale rates the 
manufacturers are deliberately discri- 
minating against 
the retailers and 


taking from the retailers a consider- 
able source of profit; that such action 
will not be further tolerated, and that 
the manufacturers who recognize the 
retailers' rights will receive the bulk 
of the trade. 
The situation has as- 


sumed so set ious a phaze that it is now 
proposed that a meeting of committees 
of the National Furniture Manufactu- 
rers' association and the National Re- 
tail Furniture/ Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation be held and a thorough discus- 
sion of the matter had.

Why does he keep 
upwards of $150,000,000 of government 
money in the national banks, and is 
now making arrangements to deposit 
some $40,000,000 more of government 
money in the banks, if everything is 
serene? We might also ask why does 
he accept state, city and other, bonds 
as security for government money and 
make an order that he would not en- 
force the rule for the banks to hold 
25 per cent in lawful money as a re- 
serve, so far as it applied to govern- 
ment money deposited in the banks, if 
everything is O. K.?
